WasurnoeTon, D. C., June 14.—The movement 
from here to Cincinnati has not yet begun, al- 
though a good many will leave to-morrow and 
nextday. There isa remarkable absence of en- 
thusiasin in favor of any particular candidate, 
and the fact that the two-thirds rule pre- 
vails, and that 4@2 votes must be secured 
for a nomination, causes the friends 
of nearly all the leading candidates 
to say that their favorit will- be the strongest 
on the second ballot.

‘CINCINNATI. 
PREPARATIONS FOR THE CONVENTION.

CINCINNATI, O., June 14.—Local preparations 
for the National Democratic Convention are 
going rapidly forward, but wp to the present 
time very few outside politicians have arrived. 
Judging from information received at the ho- 
tels, the attendance during Convention week 
will be very large. The two Democratic factions 
in New York, Tammany and ‘anti-Tammany, 
will alone send enough representatives to fill the 
largest hotels in the city. There will also be a 
large delegation from Western New York, 
Washington, North Ohio, and from many other 
quarters. Some of the promiment Democrats 
estimate that the attendance outside of dele- 
gates will be larger than at Ohicago. If that 
should prove true there wil! be serious trouble 
in procuring shelter for the crowds. A round of 
the hotels to-night showed that every available 
room is engaged. Billiard-rooms and barber- 
shops in connection with hotels have even been 
rented at high prices to delegations and friends 
of candidates. 

The Music- Hall is being putin readiness for 
the event. When the preparations which are in 
progress are completed, it will seat 5.000 persons 
besides the delegates, and hold 2,500 more in the 
aisles and lobbies. A misunderstanding amount- 
ing almost to a quarrel has broken 
out between ‘the local Committee and 
the National Committee over the distribution of 
tickets. The local Committee claim, as they do 
the work and foot the bil!s, they are entitled to 
the appointment of officers of the hail and wan- 
agement of the seating. The National Commit- 
tee deny this privilege so far as the distribution 
of tickets is concerned. There is likely to bea 
sharp contest over the matter. 

The gossip about the hotels so far gives no in- 
dication of the drift of sentiment regarding 
candidates.

THE CHICAGO CONVENTION. 


LETTER FROM WILLIAM E. CHANDLER—HIS RE- 
VIEW OF THE WORK OF THE OOSVEMrIioON— 
THE TRIUMPH OF PRINCIPLES—HOW GARFIELD 
CAME TO BE NOMINATED—CORDIAL WORDS OF 
PRAISE FOR THE BLAINE DELEGATES. 
Boston, June 10, 1880.—To the Editor of the 

New York Tribune—Sirn: Great as is the disap- 

pointment of the friends of James G. Blaine 

that he was not nominated, it is alleviated by 
the complete triumph of all the special princi- 
pies which during the conflicts ot this remark- 
able Convention his candidacy came to repre- 
sent. Those principles, all connected and in- 
volved together, were: 

Y The perfect equality and individual free- 
dom of all the delegates. 

(2) The right of every Congressional district to 
be represented by delegates of its own selection. 

(3) The rotation of Presidents, according to 
the theory and practice of the Nation, not to be 
violated by a third term of Gen. Grant. 

The continued existence of the Republican 
party depended upon the courageous vindica- 
tion of these principles. By a bare majority of

tricts. If this coercion had succeeded, and by 
the 170 votes of these three States and the al- 
most solid votes of the hovelesly Democratic 
States of Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, Tennessee, Texas, and Virginia, 
Gen. Grant had been nominated a third 
time, — the declaratious and votes 
of the ublican States of California, Con- 
necticut, [owa, Maine, assachusetts, Mich- 
igan, Minnesota, Nebraska, Nevada, New Hamp- 
shire, Ohio, Rhode Island, Vermont, and Wiscon- 
sin, it is not indiscreet, now the danger has 
passed, to say that the nominee would have been 
defeated at the polls, and the Republican party, 
on a wrong issue, with a candidate most unwise- 
ly sel , would have gone down to destruc- 
tion, not soon to rise again. 

Fortunately, delegates representing unvarying 
majorities of over seventy were determined that, 
however they might differ as to candidates, no 
such supreme folly as the nomination of Gen. 
Grant, by the methods in which alone it could 
be effected, should be accomplished in the Na- 
tional Convention of 1880; and the persistency of 
men of intelligent conviction triumphed over 
the obstinacy of infatuated and enraged egotists 
and their unreasoning and deltuded Southern fol- 
lowers. And thereby the Republican party has 
been saved to control and bless the country. 

The delegates in favorof Blaine, Sherman, 
and Washburne controlled the Convention from 
the start, never yielded control for a single mo- 
ment Or on any one vote, and at last selected a 
candidate on whom all could unite and go on to 
victory. The personal disappointment of the 
friends of each of these candidates largely dis- 
appears in view of the general success of all in 
vindicating and establishing fundamental prin- 
ciples of inestimable value. 

DISTRICT REPRESENTATION. 

The special feature of the progress of the Con- 
vention toward the establishment of correct 

rinciples was the admission of the contesting 
— from nine districts in Illinois. The 
State Convention had —— di an 
overruled the District Conventions, and the lat- 
ter appealed to the National Convention for re- 
dress. The Blaine and Sherman men, who con- 
trolled the Committee on Credentials, could gain 
little in votes by giving it. Only thirteen of their 
delegates in Illinois and Alabama were 
admitted by it, while by applying the same rule 
they lost four in Kansas, leaving a net gain of 
only nine; and they lost more than the advan- 
tage thus gained by intensifying and solidifying 
during the contest and test votes over contested 
seats, the Grant column, so that it would not 
break and nominate either Blaine or Sherman, 
But a sacred principle, that of district repre- 
sentation, never violated before 1880, was in 
peril, and the Blaine and Sherman men deter- 
mined to save and vindicate it for the general 
7 of the rty, although it might fol- 

ed by the deteat of their candidates and the 
selection of a new man. The violated principle 
was, after much delay for the report of the Cre- 
dentials Committee, forever established by that 
report, and the decision of the Convention ad- 
miting the Illinois and Alabama contestants. In 
the next National Convention no Congr ssional 
district will be attempted to be deprived by State 
action of representation by delegates of its own 
free choice.

THE DE GOLYER CONTRACT. 


An Old Slander on Gen. Garfield He- 
vamped—His Own Explanation of the 
Matter. 

The Democratic press are burning their 
powder against Gen. Garfield so early in the 
campaign that they will be out of ammunition 
before the battle is fairly commenced, and the; 
will discover that the same powder cannot be 
fired off twice. Their principal point of attack 
now relates to a contract fer paving some streets 
in Washington ten or twelve years ago. The 
whole case has been twice investigated by 
special committees ot Congress. 

The first investigation was by a joint commit- 
tee of the Senate and House in 1872, and the last 
by a committee of the House in 1874. One wit- 
ness—a Mr. Nickerson—testified that he had been 
informed that Gen. Garfield received $5,000 from 
the contractors, De Golyer, McClelland, Chitten- 
den, and others, for paving the streets of Wash- 
ington, as a fee for anargument he made before 
the District of Columbia Board of Public Works 
in favor of a certain patent pavement, and that, 
being at that time the Chairman of the House 
Committee on Appropriations, his services in 
the premises were secured and rewarded for the 
sake of bis great intluence_in Congress, which 
would have to make an appropriation for the 
payment of the street-paving contractors. This 
is the general charge as voiced by Nickerson, 
who, ii scems, had a falling-out with his partners 
in the contract and with the District of Colum- 


1 bia authorities, and was im quest of revenge, 
‘striking right and left, and hitting everybody 


within reach. * 
While the investigation of 1974 was in prog- 
ress, Gen. Garfield, learuing of Nickerson’'s 
statement, demanded a hearing, and was called 
before the Committee. He acknowledged re- 
ceiving a fee for making an argument as an at- 
torney before the District Board, but emphatic- 
ally disclaimed any connection with or knowl- 
edge of any corrupt ring or any improper action 
whatever. Here is an extract from the official 
record of the investigation. Gen. Garfield said: 
Now the whole story is plainly and briefly told. 
A dav or two before the adjournment of the 
Congress which adjourned in the latter part of 
May or the first part of June, 1872, Richard C. 
Parsons, who was a practicing lawyerin Cleve- 
land, but was then the Marshal of the Supreme 
and an old acquaintance of mine, came 
to my house and said that he was called 
away summarily by important business; that he 
was retained in a case on which he had spent a 
great deal of time, and that there was but one 
thing remaining to be done, to make a brief of 
the relative merits of a large number of wooden 
avements;: that the Board of Public Works 
reed that it would put down a certain 
amount of wooden pavement in the city, a cer- 
tain amount of concrete, and a certain amount 
of other kinds of pavenient; that it had fixed 
the price at which it would put down cachof the 
different kinds, and that the only thing, remain- 
ing was to determine which was the best pave- 
ment of each of these several kinds. He said 
be should lose his fee unless the brief of the 
merits of these pavements was made, and that 
be was suddenly and necessarily called away 
home; and he asked me to prepare the bricf. 
He brought his papers to my house and 
modeis of the «pavement. I told him 1 
could not look at the case until the end 
of the session. When Congress adjourned 1 
sat down to the case, in the most open manner, 
as I would prepare a brief for the Supreme 
Court, and worked upon this matter. There 
were perhaps forty kinds of wood pavement. 
and several chemical analyses of the ingredients 
of the different pavements. I went over the 
whole ground carefully and thoroughly, and 
prepared a bricf on the relative claims of these 
vements for the consideration of the Board. 
That was alll did. I had nothing to do with the 
terms of the contract; I knew nothing of its 
conditions, and I never had a word to say about 
the price of the pavement. I knew nothing 
about it; I simply made a brief upon the rela- 
tive merits of the various patent payements; 
and it no more oceurred to mo that the thing 1 
was doing had relation to aring, or to a body of 
men connected with any scheme, or in any way 
connected with Congress, or related in auy- way 
to any of my duties in connection with the 
Committee on Apprupriations. than it occurred 
to me that it was interfering with your 
personal rights as a citizen, I prepared 
the brief and went home. Mr. Parsons 
subsequently sent me a portion of his own fee. 
A year later, when the affuirs of the Districgof 
Columbia came to be overhauled, Congress be- 
came satisfied that the Government of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia had better be abolished, and 
this whole matter was very thoroughly investi- 
gated by a committee of*the two Houses. They 
went into the question of the merits of this 
pavement, some claiming that it was bad, and 
some claiming that the Government had paid 
too much for it. Mr. Chittenden was called asa 
witness. I ought to say bere that 1 never saw 
Mr. Chittenden until about the ume Ii made the 
brief; I did not and do not Know De Golyer and 
McClelland; I would not know them on the street; 
lam not awure that Lever saw Mr. Nickerson 
before; and if anybody in this business had any 
scheme relating to mo. it was pever mentioned to 
me in the remotest way. It never was sug- 
ested to me that this matter could relate to ny 
uties as a momber of Congress in any way 
whatever. All that I did was done openly. 
Everybody who called on me could have seen 
What I was doing, and, if there was any inten- 
tion or purpose on; the pats of anybody to con- 
nect me in any why with any ring or dishonor- 
able scheme, it was scdulously concealed from 
me. As I have said, three yenrsago a joint com- 
mittee of the two Houses investigated this mat- 
ter thoroughly. Mr. Parsous was summoned, 
was examined, and cross-examined: Mr. Chit- 
tenden was examined: Mr. Nickerson was ex- 
amined. When I heard that my name was being 
used in the matter, I went to the Chairmen on 
both sides,—for it was a jointcommittee. Sen- 
ator Thurman, of my own State, was on 
the Committee; Mr. Jewett. now President 
of the Erie Railway, was on the Com- 
L said to the Chairmen chat.

The Board of Public Works 
(of the District of Columbia), under the general 
law and the legislation of the District Govern- 
ment, made the appropriations itself, and taxed 
the people of the District along the streets 
where these improvements were made, by the 
front foot: and I. in common with other prop- 
erty-bolders in the District, paid my assess- 
ment levied by the Board of Public Works for 
the improvements made in front of my prop- 
erty; andthe appropriation here referred to is 
the appropriation by the District Government, 
either out of the funds that it bad raised by 
bonds issued on the credit of the District or by 
asseastyents oy the District authorities u the 
people whose property was improved. e only 
connection that the United States had with it, 
in reference to appropriations, was this: When- 
ever the Hoard of Public Works laid a pavement 
ona street upon which any United States build- 
ing or ground was situated, Congress as a matter 
of comity; as it does in every other city in the 
Union, paid its quota of the assessment per 
front toot. Thatis the only relation that Con- 
gress had to any of these improvements, except 
in so far as we have been compelled subsequent- 
ly to advance money to pay the interest on their 
bonds; which of course was a matter that no- 
body could have foreseen.

Certain it is that the people 
in his own Con district—one of the 
most moral and intelligent in the United States 
before whom the merits of the case were thor- 
oughly ventilated, have reé@lected him to Con- 
gress three times since then by large majorities, 
and that the Legislature of the State of Ohio, 
with his record clearly before it, elected him to 
the United States Senate last winter. In his own 
State all, the slanders against him which the 
Democrats are now circulating throughout the 
country have been thoroughly exposed time and 
again, and have long since been dropped as gross 


absurditics.

GARFIELD AND CREDIT MOBILIER. 

In 1872 Henty McComb, of Delaware, who 
had been a partner in all the Pacific Railroad 
transactions with Oakes Ames, brought suit 
in a Pennsylvania court against various par- 
ties for a settlement of accounts. Among 
the papers filed was a letter from Oakes 
Ames, stating that he had disposed of cer- 
tain shares of the Credit Mobilier stock to 
certain persons indicated by initials on a list, 
and MeComb explained that these Initials in- 
dicated certain persons, as follows: 
Schster Wige 2 000 f. Gotta. $2000; Elliott 
of Massachusetts. $3,000; Dawes, of Massachu- 
setts, $2,000; * Re of . $2,000; 


Bingham and Garfield, of Onio; field an 
Kelley, of Pennsylvania; Fowler, of Tennessee. 


At the meeting of Congress in December, 
1872, on motion of Mr. Blaine 4 Committee 
was appointed to examine and report the 
facts of the case. Of this Committee Judge 
Poland, of Vermont, was the Chairman. The 
Committee took full evidence of all the par- 
ties Implicated, and of other persons. As 
the result of their investigation they reported 
two resolutions, one for the. expulsion of 
Oakes Ames and the other for the expulsion 
of James Brooks. The whole testimony iu 
the case, so far as it related to Mr. Garfield, 
was given by Oakes Ames. The statement 
of ee Ames concerning Garfield was 


brief. I is as follows: 

Q.—In regard to Mr. Garfield state to the Com- 
mittee the details of the transactions between 
you and him in reference to Credit Mobitter 
stock? A.—I got for Mr. Garfield ten shares of 
ef — ‘Mobilier stock, for which he paid par 
and interest [7]. 

Q.—When tf you agree with him for that? 
A.—That agreement was in December, 1967, or 
January, 1868. About that time. About the 
time 1 had these conversations with all of them. 
It was all about the same time, : 

Q.—State what grew out of it. A.,—Mr. Gar- 
neld did not pay me in money. I sold the bonds 
belonging to his $1,000 of stock at 97, making 
S776. In June I received a dividend in cash on 
his stock for $600, which left a balance due him 
of $328, which | paid him. That is all the trans- 
action between us. I did not deliver him an 
stock before or since. That is the transaction an 
the only one. 

By Mr. Merrick—The $829 which you paid him 
was the surplus of earnings on the stock above 
the amount to be paid for it—par value? A 
Yes, sir. He-never bad either the Uredit Mo- 
bilier stock or Union Pacific Railroad stock. 
The only thing he realized from the transaction 
wus the $329. 

O. I see on this statement in the account with 
Gen. Garfield there is a charge of $47. It is in- 
terest from theJuly previous, is it? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—And the $776 on the eredit side is the 80 per 
cent bond dividend sold at 97 per cent? A.—Yes, 


sir. 0 

Q. And the $600 on the credit side is the money 
dividend? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—And after you had received these twosums 
they in the regate overpaid the prices of the 
stock and ihterest $329, which you paid him? 
A.—Yea, sir. 

Q.—You did not declarea certificate of stock to 
him? A.—No, sir; he said nothing about that. 

Q.—-Why did he not receive a certificate? A.— 
I do not know. 

Q.—Do you remember any conversation bo- 
tween you and bim in the adjustment of these 
accounts? A.—I do not. 

Q.—You understood that you were the holder of 
bis ten shares? A.—Y es, sir. 

Q.—Did he 86 understand it? A.—I presume 
so; it seems to have gone from his mind, how- 
ever. 

Q. -Was this the only dealing you had with him 
in reference to any stock? A.—l think so. 

Q.—There were dividends of Union Pacific 
Railroad stock on these ten shares? A.—Yes, 


Did Gen. Garfield ever receive these? A.— 
No, sir; never received but $329. 

Q.—Has there been any conversation between 
vou and him in reference to the Pacific stock he 
was enti tled to? A.—No, sir. 

Q.—Has he ever called for it? A,—No, sir. 

.- Have you ever offered it to him? A.—No, 
Has there been any conversation in rela- 
tion toit? A.—No. 

Summed up, the statement is that Ames 
made a memorandum that $1,000 of this 
stock in his hands was held for Garfield; 
that the stock earned $1,329; that he paid 
Garfield $329,—the surplus after paying for 
the stock; that during the five years follow- 
ing, though the stock continued to earn divi- 
dends, he never delivered the stock itself, 
nor any dividends, to Garfield, and had never 
any conversation whatever with him on the 
subject. According to Ames, the stock Was 
Garfield’s, but was never asked for nor de- 
livered, though for years after it was paying 
dividends, all of which Ames received and 
kept to himself. 

Mr. Garfield’s explanation was, that George 
Francis Train had advised him to invest in 
the stock, but he had declined; that, In want 
of money, he obtained a loan of $300 from 
Ames, which loah he subsequently paid. 
Ames said he paid Garfield $329; Gartield 
said he borrowed $300. As Ames kept the 
stock which hesaid belonged to Garfield and 
all the dividends thereon, and never there- 
after had any conversation with Garfield on 
the subject, there is unquestionable room for 
the belief that the transactions were con- 
founded in Ames’ mind. 

The Committee of the House made a full 
report of all the testimony, commenting upon 
the case of each member named in the Me- 


| Comb-Ames list. After commenting upon 


the cases of Mr. Blaine, Mr. Dawes, Mr. 
Seofield, Mr. Bingham, and Mr. Kelley, it 
thus commented upon the case of Garfield: 


The facts in regard to Mr. Garfield, as found 
by the Committee, are identical with the case of 
Mr. Kelley to the point of reception of the check 
for #29. He agreed with Mr. Ames to take ten 
shares of Credit Mobtlier stock, but did not pay 
for the same. Mr. Ames received the 4%) per cent 
dividends in bonds. and sold them for per 
cent, and also received the 6 per cent cash divi- 
dends, which together paid the price of the 
stock and interest, und left a balance of $329, 
a sum was paid. over to Mr. Garfield by a 
chéck on the Sergeant-at-Arms, and Mr. Gar- 


| field then understood this sum was the balance 


of dividends after paying for the stock. Mr. 
Ames received all the subsequent dividends, and 
the Committee to not find that, since the pay- 
ment of the Fa, there has been any communi- 
cation between Mr. Ames and Mr. Garfield on 
the subject until this investigation began. 


The Committee, speaking of the members 


named, report: 

The Committee, therefore, do not find, as to 
the members of the present House above named, 
that they were aware of the object of Mr. 
Ames, or that they had any other purpose in 
taking this stock than to make a profitable in- 
vestment. It is apparent that those who ad- 
vanced their money to pay for their stock pro- 
sent more the appearance of ordinary investors 
than those who did not; but the Committee do 
not feel at liberty to find any corrupt purpose 
or knowledge feunded upon the fact of non- 
payment alone 

The Committee have not been able to find that 
any of these members of Congress have been 
atfected in their official action in consequence of 
their interest in Credit Mobilier stack. 

The Committee do not find that either of the 
above-named gentlemen, in contracting with 
Mr. Ames, had any corrupt motive or purpose 
himself, or was aware that Mr. Ames had any 
nor did either of them suppose he was guilty of 
any improprioty, or even indelicacy, in becom- 
ing a purchaser of this stock. Had it appeared 
that these gentlemen were aware of the enor- 
mous dividends upon this stock, and bow the 
—.— to be earned, we could not thus acquit 

em. 

And that is the whole story told by the Lnves- 
tigating Committee, The whole variance be- 
tween Ames and Garfield was as to whether 
Ames paid him $329 or whether Ames loaned 
him $300, In either case Ames declares that 
Garfield never received any stock or cer 
tificates, nor any dividends which the stock 
earned from 1867 to 1873, 

The report expressly aequits all the per- 
sons named—Blaine, Dawes, Scofield, Bing- 
ham, Kelley, and Garfield—of all corrupt or 
improper action or complicity in the matter. 
In that acquittal the Democratic members of 


the Committee concurred with the others.

A rumor fs sent out from Washington 
that the President is contemplating a veto of 
the River and Harbor bill. The news is 
almost too good to be true. There will be, 
as there always is, a terrible pressure from 
all sides to induce the President to sign this 


] bill, but Mr. Hayes could add another leaf to 


his laurels if he were to resist that pressure. 
The measure appropriates nearly ten millions 
of the public money, nearly one-half of 
which is sheer wastefulness and robbery. 
The fact that a large part of the appropria- 
tion is needed is always a stumbling-block in 
the way of a veto, and that consideration may 
again lead to an approval of the bill this 
year. But this embarrassment to the Execu- 
tive should suggest a popular agitation for 
such a law as will enable the President to 
veto any item or items In an appropriation 
bill, and thus strike out the wasteful portion 
while leaving the meritorious parts. This 
law, which originated in Illinois and has 
since been adopted with great benefit in 
other States, to enable the Governors and the 
Mayors of cities to protect the public against 
plunder and extravagance, ought to be ap- 
plied as well to the National Government, 
—— 
ADJOURNMENT OF CONGRESS—NOTHING 
DONE. 

To-morrow is the closing day of the pres- 
ent session of Congress. The Democrats 
have dragged out the session of six anda 
half months to the Jast, and only consented 
to disperse when the Democratic National 
Convention demanded their attention. They 
will go from Washington to Cincinnati. It 
will be a change in location only, but a con- 
tinuation of the same partisan effort to se- 
cure the Presidene y which has governed the 
majority in Congress ever since it met, 

Notwithstanding the concentration of the 
Democratic politicians in Congress on the 
Presidential prize, which is sought as a 
means to secure a distribution of the spoils, 
one of the strongest arguments that will be 
made against any candidate the Democrats 
may nominate will be found in the record of 
the present Congress. 

The present Congress met in extra session 
on the 18th of March, 1879. It was convened 
for the specific purpose of passing certain 
appropriation bills necessary to the mainte- 
nance of the Government which its prede- 
cessor had failed to provide. The work had 
all been done, and in one week Congress 
might have passed the necessary meas- 
ures and adjourned. But, instead of 
doing so, it spent nearly four months 
in @ desperate effort to nullify § the 
Election laws and to bully the Executive 
into a surrender of his veto power. This 
program became so offensive to the country 
as to excite universal protest. The Demo- 
cratic majority finally yielded to the force of 
public opinion, passed the principal ap- 
propriations, and adjourned. It omitted, 
nevertheless, to vote the necessary supplies 
for running the United States Courts. Even 
to this day these supplies have not been 
granted. Some of the Courts are closed for 
lack of funds to pay expenses, and the others 
are kept open only through advances which 
have been made by Republican officials. The 
work of the extra session cost the Democrats 
universal defeat in the fall elections of last 
year, and the influence of that work is not 
yet lost. 

The present regular session has not been 
an improvement upon the extra session. It 
has lasted longer and accomplished as little. 
The nullification policy of the extra session 
has been distinctly approved (1) by the 
failure during many months to pro- 
vide for the deficiencies left over 
from the previous session, and (2) by 
finally passing the Deficiency bill for Court 
expenses with a rider attached which was 
designed to cripple the execution of the Elec- 
tion laws, and which very properly called 
out the veto of President Hayes. In this 
manner the Democratic leaders have obsti- 
nately defied public opinion, as expressed so 
emphatically at the elections of last fall, and 
have made a desperate but futile effort to 
prepare the way for free friltids at the Presi- 
dential election of next Né¥vember. Congress, 
upon its adjournment tethorrow, will leave 
the Democratic policy of nullification more 
directly in issue before the people than it was 
last fall, because it has insisted upon that 
policy in spite of the rebuke of last fall’s 
elections, and because a new — is to 
be elected next fall, which was no case 
at last year’s elections. 

Aside from this striking evidence of vi- 
cious intent the records of the Forty-sixth 
Congress will be searched in vain for asingle 
measure of general usefulness. The present 
séssion has lasted nearly seven months. 
During that time the Democrats have been in 
complete control of both Houses. All they 
will have accomplished will be the passage 
of. the usual appropriation bills, including 
several millions of dollara for the annual 
river and harbor jobs. This work, if most 
carefully matured in the interests of econo- 
my, Ought not to consume more than two 
mouths in time, Had it been the purpose of 
the present Congress to do merely the routine 
work and avoid N in legislation and 
new projects of lait might have adjourned 
five months ago, and at least claimed the 
credit for a brief and inexpensive session. 
The Democratic majority have preferred, 
however, to Impose upon the people the cost 
ofan unusually protracted session, and they 
have positively nothing to show for it. 

There are many things which the present 
Congress might have done with benefit to 
the country and credit to itself. There are 
some things which were actually demanded 
by the people. But all have been neglected 
with equal indifference by the Democratic 
leaders. 

One of the obvious duties of the present 
Congress was to mature a fair and adequate 
law defining and regulating the count of the 
Electoral vote for President. The experi- 
ence of 1876 made such a measure essential 
to the assured safety of the Nation. But the 
Democrats have contented themselves with 
the reflection that they have a majority in 
both Houses, and will be able to count or 
miscount the next Electoral vote as they 
please. It was only after the announcement 
was made that President Hayes would prob- 
ably call an extra session if Congress should 
adjourn without passing an Electoral 
law that the unfair and partisan 
praject was proposed which has been under 
consideration during the last few days. 
Even this is in the shape of a joint rule, 
which either House can repeal next Decem- 
ber if it shall be found to embarrass the 
Democrats in any manner. Whatever the 
outcome of the debate over the proposed 
joint rule may be, the President will have as 
much cause as ever for calling an extra ses- 
Sion for the passage of a proper law on the 
subject if he shal! see fit to do so. 

There were other obvious duties which 
have been persistently and perversely neg- 
lected by this Democratic Congress. One of 
the most important matters urged at this 
session was a provision for refunding, at 
maturity, the outstanding 6 and 5 per cent 
bonds into 4 or 34g per cents. The practica- 
bility of the scheme has been abundantly 
demonstrated, and a portion of the high-in- 
terest bonds will mature before Congress 
meets again. All that is needed to 
continue the work of refunding, which 
has already saved many millions 
annually, is the authority of Congress. 
But that authority has been withheld 
without reason and without excuse. There 
has been a demand upon Congress for proper 
regulation of the inter-Otate railway com- 
merece, but nothing has been done. Not even 
a serious effort has been made to break 
down the corrupt contract between the 
Pacific Railtoads and the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Line, which was entered into in order 
to enable the former to rob the public. 


| There has been no serious effort to reduce 


‘notwithstanding the enormous sur 


taxation, 
plug revenue to the resumption and re- 
funding Ope nor to modify the éxces- 
sive and discriminating tariff, All the Dem- 
ocratic professions in the way of tariff re- 
form have proyed to be mere shams and 
humbug. 

When the Democrats shäll come before 
the people in the fall, no matter who theilt 
candidate for President may be, they will 


not be able to avoid the censure which at- 


taches to their conspicuous ineompetence in 
Congress, and their deliberate neglect of the 
public interests during sessions that have 
together lasted more than ten months.

North 
Carolina has vast forests of biack-walnut, and 
it is found in other Southern States. But, while 
there is a present abundance, there is none to 
waste, and approciatién of the value ef the wood 
will correct error in the latter direction.

Senator Lamar is still in feeble 
health, but he spoke with great energy of man- 
ner, and before he reached the end of kis speech 
found himself utterly exhausted. He declared 
that Senator Windom’s speech would serve 
o donvince Southern Senators that it 
was impossible longer to hope for impar- 
tial and fair judgment from Northern 
men; that hegroes would hear of it; and he 
thought that only thjustice for them could be 
expected from tle, laws and courts of their 
States, while the carpet-baggers would be ro- 
joiced over the prospective continuance of the 
period of sectional bitterness. Senator Lamar's 
speech was more remarkable for the points 
whieh he avoided than for those he touched

PENSION OFFICE. 
LITTLE ACCOMPLISHED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chitago Tribuna 
WASM Oro, D. C., June 14.~-The House Spe- 
cial Committee to investigate the Peusion Office 
seems to have been very diligent in its work, but 
to have accomplished nothing. It started out 
with the double purpose in view of hunting up 
something in the interest of pension ciaim 
agents by which to delay and obstruct the work 
of reorganizing thé pension system and at the 
same time of gathering material for use in the 
campaign, in order to show that under a Repub- 
lican Administration pensioners had not been 
promptly and fairly attended te, and 
therefore the Republican party is un- 
friendly to the soldier. In both respects 
the investigation has thus been a failure. After 
pursuing its own course of investigation under 
the guidance of the pension-claim agents fora 
considerable time, the Committee formally in- 
vited Commissioner Bentley to appear before it 
and to tell it something about the workings of 
the office and its requirements. Mr. Bentley 
gave them six daysof his time, during which 
time he imparted as ch information about 
the pension system as Committeemen could 
digest.

The 
object of this extraordinary movement was to 
throw doubt upon the statements already made 
by Mr. Bentley, and thus at the end of the 
session make available for the campai the 
whole mass of the claim agent# testimony, 
while showing nothing in rebuttal. Mr. Bentley 
informed the Committee that he had come be- 
fore them. not on a subpoena, but in his official 
capacity. and by ite own formal invitation; pos 
he was hot to be intimidated by acts of dis- 
courtesy like that proposed, and that while he 
protested against the course taken by the Com- 
mittee, he was ready to go on if requested.

PUBLIC LANDS. 
REGARDING TRESPASSBRS THEREON. 
Wasutsdro. D. C., June 14.—The conference 
report on the bill relating to public lands and 
finally agreedto by both Houses of Congress, 
provides that when any lands of the United 
States shall have been entered and the Govern- 
ment price paid in full, no criminal suit of pro- 
ceedings by or in the name of the United States 
shali thereafter be had or further maintained 
for any trespass upon or on account of material 
taken from said lands, and that no civil suitshail 
be maintained for any trespass upon or material 
taken from said lands in the ordinary clearing 
of land in working a mini claim or 
for agricultural or domestic purposes 
in maintaini improvements on the land of 
bona fide gettiers, or on account of any material 
taken by any person without knowledge of the 
trespass, or without fraud or collusion by any 
person who in good faith has paid the officers of 
the United States for the same; provided, the 
provisions of this section shall apply only to 
trespasses committed prior to Marvhl, 1879; 
and provided, further, defendants in such 
suits shall exhibit to the 7 — officers evidence 
of stich entry, and pay al! accrued costs, It also 
reatores the provision reducing the price of lands 
within six miles of railroads to 61.25 per acre, 
where they were — in the market at $2.50 
per acre prior to 1861. 
THE INDIAN BUREAU. 
NO PROVISION FOR APPROPRIATIONS. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicugo Tribune, 
WASut sro. D. C., June 14.—The Indian Ap- 
propriation bill, which recently became a law, 
contains a proviso prohibiting the use of any 
of the money appropriated for the payment of 


‘ the expenses of the Board of Indian Commis- 


For several years the amount annually 
appropriated for thig purpose has been $15,000. 
The members of the Board have never reveived 
any salary, but their actual traveling expenses 
while on official business have been paid by the 
Government. The expenses of maintaining un 
office in Washington have also becn paid, it be- 
ing one of the duties of the Board to examine 
all vouchers and contracts for expenditures on 
account of the Indian service. There can be no 
doubt that the services of the Board have

many hundred times what they have cost. For 
example, the records are said to show that Gen. 
Fisk s inspection of Indian affairs in Arizona, 
which resulted at last in the, resyrnaton of In- 
spector Hammond and in the removal of Com- 
wissioner Hayt from oficc, cost the Government 
less than S200. It is understood that one mem- 
ber of the Board Mr. Barstow, has lately re- 
signed because Congress refused to continue the 
appropriation. Other members of the Board are 
expected to follow his example soon, but it is 
said that Messrs. Lyon, Roberts, Fisk, Smiley, 
and perhaps one other member, Will continue u 
perform their duties, and will pay their own ex- 
penses.

THE RAILROADS. 


No Absolute Settlement of the 
Fast-Train Scheme Yet 
Agreed Upon. 


Another Row Imminent in the Southwest- 
ern Association Over a Division 
— of Traffic, 


P FAST TRAINS. 

The Eastern lines from this city commenced 
to run fast trains to New York and other East- 
ern seaports Sunday afternoon at 3:00, and will 
continue to do so daily at that hour hereafter. 
All the other through trains are continued for 
the present. There is a great anxiety, bowever, 
among some of the Eastern lines to discontinue 
the 5:15 p. m. train, as it is ruth unprofitable 
to run two through trains withiu so short a time 
of each other. But whether they will be able to 
take off these trains depends in a great measure 


upon the action of the managers of the Western 


roads, who hold a meeting in this city to-day for 
the purpose of deciding whether to run fast 
trains frum the West in connection with the 3:30 
p. m. fast trains, and also whether the Michi- 
gan Central will consent to discontinue 
its 5:15 train. This road objects to take off its 
5:15 train op the ground that it does the largest 
share of the through busincesof ite line. It 
can also better aff to run the extra 3:80 fast 
one pen the other Eastern rounds, as it reaches 
he principal points on its road during day- 
ef — and consequently gets a good deal of local 
business in addition to che th h trafic for 
this train. The 3:00 train as well as the 5:15 
truin of this road, which Jeft — af ter- 
noon, was well filled, and the expects 
still better business In the future. Besides, the 
Michigan Central does the bulk of the New Ku- 
d business, and, asthe 3:30 train reaches 
ton at an unseasonable hour in the morning, 
it prefers to keep on the 5:15 train also to ac 
commodate the New England travel. 

It is still problematical what action the West- 
ern managers will take at their meeting to-day. 
The Chicago 4 Alton is strongly in favor of 
changing the time of its through train from the 
Missouri Kiver points, so as to get in here at 
2:30 p. m., and thus make the Connection with 
the 5: Eastern fast trains. But the three Omaha 
lines—the Kook Island., Burlington, and the 
Northwestern—ure opposed to making a change. 
Yet itis more than probable that if the Alion 
decides to chan its time the other roads will 
follow suit. If thoy do not there is a prospect of 
u tight between the various Western lines, whieh 
the lutter are anxious to avoid. It is not knuwn 
on What grounds the Omaha roads oppose the 
schome of running fast trains. in connection 
with the Eastern ones. it will certainly be 
to their advantage to join in the scheme, 
as Otherwise their Southwestern rivals, which 

run via St. Louis. will get the best of them, as 
those lines will run in connection with the East- 
ern fast trains, The Ubicago roads:can hardly 
afford to get to New York and other Eastern 
seaboards twelve hours later than the South- 
western roads. The Eastern roads have agreed 
to make the fast trains permanent. and also to 
arrange theirtrains so that the Uhicago roads 
will get to New York at the same time os the 
Southwestern lines. This is all the Chicago com- 
panies ask for, and there is, therefore, no reason 
why they should not come into the arrange- 
ment and give people got via Chicago the 
sume facilities as are enjoyed by those go Via 
St. Louis and other Southwestern points.

The m- 
crea percentage asked by the Rock Island, as 
well a3 the percentage to be given to She u- 
bash, will have to come out of the rtion 
of the Burlington and Alton hoads. — ormer 
says it bas no more now than it ought to have, 
and the latter is not even satisiied with the award 
of the arbitrators, and bas given notice of 
appeal, from the awaid of the arbitrators 
he Rock Island did.

ASCENSION CHURCH. 

The parish of Ascension Church has grown 60 
in the last five years that the chapel now used 
asa worshiping place is entirely inadequate, 
and steps have been taken toward the erection 
ot a church on the Wemainder of the lot at the 
corner of Bim and La Salle streets. When the 
Rev. Arthur Ritchie took charge of the parish 
m 1875, it contained 13 families; now it has 90, 
numbering 415 souls.

THE FAMINE IN IRELAND. 


A Reply by James Redpath to Ap- 
peal of the Lord Mayor of 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune.° 

New Tonk. June 11.—I find in the European 
news of this morning a cable- message from the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, “ addressed to the Mayor 
of every town in the United States and Canada.” 
The Lord Mayor says: 

“T regret to say that more funds are still 
needed for the relief of distress in Ireland. In 
many districts the pinch ts now equal to any 
previous time. The distress is much pie be’ the 
small farmers, who dread workhouse relief, but 
cun get nothing eise till the crops come in. 
While deeply grateful for the generous contri- 
butions already received, I cannot help aski 
further assistance for the Mansion- House 
Committee during this trying period.” 

Not a single dollar should be sent from 
America to the Lord Mayor of Dublin in re- 


peasantry do not aid, but 
because the Mansion- House Committee of Dub- 
lm, and the Lord Mayor bimseif, deserve Amer- 
ican condemnations instead of American con- 
tributions. I refer to the real Committee, not to 
the ornamental members of it. For the active 
members of the Mansion- House Committee rep- 
resent a ciass of Lrishmen who never hesitate to 
disgrace their countrymen before the worid 
rather than torelieve their suffering country- 
men by their own individual contributions. 
America bas given more than all the rest of 
mankind to relieve the distress of the Irish ten- 
antry,—e distress created for the most part by 
the exactions of the Irish landiords,—and yet, 
instead of appealing to these rich landed pro- 
prietors to have pity on the victims of their ava- 
rice, and holding them up to the scorn of Chris- 
tendom if they refuse assistance, the Lord Mayor 
of Dublin uses the Atlantic cable as u beggar- 
man’s dog to catch a few more pennies for the 
paupers whom these merviless and mercenary 
miscreants have created! 

I never saw men so bankrupted in self-re- 
spect, so nationally „as the wealthier 
class of Irishmen in Dublin. Their apirit of 
caste is so strong that they do not seem to sus- 

t that in the eyes of the world, outside of 

circles, whatever degrades the 

Iris peasan egrades the Irish gentry: that 

to the world at large Ireland is a unit: and that 

their petty Liliputian factions are of no greater 

interest to it th@n the tights of kites and crows 
in the County Donegal.
